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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hopkinton  District — • 
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Improvements  have  been  made  in  several  of  the  school 
buildings  of  the  district.  The  High  School  building  has 
been  painted  outside  in  a  pleasing  and  appropriate  color. 
Electric  lights  have  been  installed  at  the  Tyler  school.  The 
cost  of  the  latter  improvement  was  borne  in  part  by  the  Tyler 
Community  Club,  and  the  balance  by  the  district.  An  ex- 
cellent organ,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Frank  Kenyon,  has  also  been 
placed  in  this  school. 

At  the  Main  Road  school  all  the  old  double  desks  except 
a  few  have  been  replaced  by  single  chairs  and  desks  taken 
from  other  schools  where  they  were  not  needed.  The  few 
double  desks  still  remaining  should  be  replaced  by  more  mod- 
ern equipment  as  soon  as  possible.  The  inside  of  this  build- 
ing has  been  repaired  and  refiniished  so  that  the  school  room 
now  presents  a  pleasing  and  attractive  appearance.  Two  ap- 
propriate and  interesting  framed  pictures  have  been  pre- 
sented to  this  school  by  the  Hopkinton  Woman's  Club.  A 
set  of  twenty-five  books  for  supplementary  reading  was 
purchased  for  the  school  with  money  from  the  Helen  Young- 
Bailey  fund.  Another  set  of  excellent  books  was  presented 
by  Mr.  Timothy  F.  Burns.  Several  more  books  have  been 
brought  in  by  pupils.  By  this  means  an  interest  in  reading, 
the  most  fundamental  subject,  is  being  built  up  in  the  pupils. 
The  number  of  pupils  registered  here  this  year  is  twenty-two. 
Good  progress  is  being  made  by  all  with  Miss  Mary  Tobin 
as  teacher. 

This  year  both  Grades  VH  and  VHI  from  Hopkinton 
Grammar  school  are  being  transported  to  Contoocook  to  the 
Junior  High  school.  By  this  means  the  educational  oppor- 
tunity of  these  grades  in  the  district  is  equalized.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  left  in  the  Grammar  room  is  smaller  than  the 
number  now  in  the  Primary  room,  but  next  year  it  will  be 
possible  to  make  them  more  nearly  equal. 

The  Hopkinton  High  School  has  been  placed  on  the  ap- 
proved list  of  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Examina- 
tion board.     This  admits  its  graduates  without  examination 
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to  all  the  New  England  colleges  under  this  I)oard.  The  prin. 
oipal  institutions  not  included  are  Dartmouth,  Harvard,  and 
Yale.  Next  year  it  may  he  well  to  include  another  year  of 
algehra  in  the  curriculum  for  the  benefit  of  pupils  who  in- 
tend to  go  to  college.  This  would  necessitate  dropping  or 
alternating  some  other  subject  now  included.  In  a  small 
high  school  the  number  of  subjects  taught  is  rigidly  limited 
by  the  number  of  teachers  employed.  It  is  necessary  under 
present  conditions  to  maintain  all  the  subjects  necessary  to 
fit  a  few  pupils  for  college,  while  the  much  larger  number 
of  pupils  who  do  not  go  to  college  are  obliged  to  take  sub- 
jects which  do  not  particularly  assist  them  in  getting  em- 
ployment, or  prepare  them  for  citizenship.  College  entrance 
requirements  are,  however,  becoming  much  more  harmon- 
ious with  the  practical  needs  of  life.  Prospective  college 
students  and  their  parents  should  decide  as  far  in  advance 
as  possible  what  institution  is  to  be  attended,  and  select  high 
school  subjects  required  for  entrance  to  its  particular 
courses. 

Adult  Education  courses  in  Cabinet  making,  and  in  Heme 
Economics  are  being  given  this  year  under  the  provisions 
of  the  FERA. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  the 
district  who  have  manifested  their  interest  in  its  schools  by 
gifts,  by  personal  assistance,  or  other  means.  Much  credit 
is  also  due  to  the  teachers  who  by  their  loyalty  and  coop- 
eration have  contributed  to  the  advancement  of  the  pupils. 
We  have  found  our  work  with  the  school  board  very  pleas- 
ant and  would  especially  mention  their  kindness,  assistance, 
and  support  to  one  beginning  work  in  a  new  district.
